Powderly and Mr. Hoxie, 


The First Vice-President Reticent and 
the Local Situation Quiet. 


Some Interesting News from Various 
Points in Texas. 


The Governors and Labor Commissioners 
of Kansas and This State Refuse to Inter- 
fere—A Masked Man Warns an Engineer 
in Texas—Bridges Burned Near Marshall 
and Dallas—The Knights Denounce Out- 
rages and Offer Their Seryices to the 
United States Marshal. 


The local strikers are resting. Their atti- 
tude is one of expectancy. They are awaiting 
news from Kansas City and hope 
to hear favorable reports when 
Master Workman Powderly either 
reaches here or communicates with the 
Knights here. Accommodation trains are 
running uninterruptedly and no attempt has 
been made to move freight. There has been no 
disturbance of any kind. Mr. Powderly, it is 
generally understood ,isin communication with 
First Vice-President Hoxie, and the latter,who 
refuses to say anything to reporters to-day, is 
probably considering propogitions which 
have been submitted by Mr. Powderly as 
the ultimatum of the delegated Knights 
assembled at Kansas City yesterday. Gov- 
ernors Marmaduke of Missouri and Martin of 
Kansas, with the Labor Commissioners of both 
States, met in Kansas City this morning and 
arrived at the conclusion that they had 
nothing to do withthe strike, and so had 
better not interfere. The news fromTexas isa 
little stormy. More bridges have been burned 
near Dallas and another bridge has been 
destroyed by fire near Marshall. The Knights 
not only disclaim any connection with these 
outrages, but offer their services to 
the United States Marshals to help 
in hunting down the incendiaries, and all 
other offenders connected with the destruc- 
tior of property. A Dallas telegram tells 
about a muilied and masked in- 
dividual, who when a train was flagged, 
stepped up and handed the engineer a 
note, warning him to quit work or accept the 
consequences. The mufiied party quickly dis- 


appeared, and the engineer, under instruo- 


tions of the agent, proceeded on his way with 
the train. : 


At the Depot. 

Matters were again very quiet at the Union 
Depot to-day. There were a few strikers 
sprinkled about the platform in little groups 
conversing among themselves, but they made 


no attempt to prevent the running of the Kirk- 
wood accommodation trains of the Missouri 
Pacific, which were all being sent out to-day. 
The 8 o’clock train and 9 52 train both left on 
time, and the railroad officials anticipate 
no trouble in running the others. 
It is probable that the 6:20 p. m. train 
will again be the last accommodation sent to- 
day. General Superintendent Kerrigan of the 
Gould Southwestern system, Superintendent 
Dickinson of the Union Depot and Bridge 
Companies, and lesser lights, were about the 
depot as usual, but nothing is said about run- 
ning freight and it is not probable that any 
attempt will be made to send any out. 


The Firemen Firm. 

Amorning paper reports acall on Master 
Mechanic Bartlett by an alleged committee of 
firemen, andan interview with him in which 
they are reported as saying that they would 


return to work. 

Several firemen, among them a member of 
the Brotherhood Grievance Committee, said 
that no such visit had been paid to Mr. Bart- 
lett. The firemen are as firm to-day as 
ever in their sympathy for these 
men,’’ said the committeeman, and the 
don’t intend to desert them. Mr. Bartlett will 
have to square a few things with us before 
thisisover.

He was going to follow the instructions of his 
chief, Mr. Sargent. That gentleman himself 
had said that when police were needed on an 
engine it was certainly not a safe place fora 
fireman or any one else. 


In East St. Louis. 

Everything was progressing as usual in the 
East St. Louis yards this morning and 
although there was the usual amount of 
rumorsthat the switchmen in the various 
yards were goingto strike at certain hours, 


the hours passed and the men were still at 
work. Sometime early this morning a very 
curious notice was posted up on several of the 
telegraph poles in the vicinity of the Relay 
Depot, 2 attracted a great deal of atten- 
tion from the railroad men. The notice was 
written in hieroglyphics that looked 
liked Chinese, and it was sup- 
posed to reveal something that was 
go to happen on the third moon and nine- 
teenth day at 12 o' clock.

AT a dividend meeting of the managers 
of the Bank of England the other day it 
was shown that England’s supply of gold 
had been shrinking for five years past at 
the rate of $10,000,000 a year—a total 
shrinkage of $60,000,000 in five years. 
This happened although England is not 
driving out gold by coining silver dollars. 
In spite of the Bland bill, in the same 
five years—1881 to 1885, inclusive—the net 
increase of our supply of gold, as shown 
by the Director of the Mint, has been 
$106,351,726. Our gain has been more than 
twice the amount of Great Britain’s loss, 
and on the 20th of last June, according to 
Director BURCHARD’s estimates, we had 
$626,422,646 of gold coin and bullion, while 
Great Britain and Ireland had only $583, - 


500, 000.

The persistency with which 
Mr. Eads pursues any undertaking to which 
he gives his attention, Bhows the strong point 
in his character. He is never appalled. It be 
meets an obstacle he surmounts it without 
unnecessary delay, but never thinks of 
flinching or yielding his point. He is the 
De Lesseps of America. There are few 
men living, or who have ever lived, with 
the courage to undertake such ventures and 
the ability to execute them. It should not be 
said that the enterprising American people 
have thrown obatacies in the way of an under- 
taking which will benefit all the people of the 
world in greater or less degree, and which 
promises to yield a rich return to the invent- 
ors of the necessary money. The success 
of his previous — works gives assurance 
that the details have deen carefully studied, 
and that he knows wheréof he speaks. If it 
makes a lobbyist of him to press such matters 
before Congress then all honor to the lobbyist.

THE GRANT MONUMENT FUND. 


Gen. George A. Sheridan’s Lecture on 
Grant’s Career and Character. 

New Tonk, March 19.—Gen. George A. 
Sheridan told the story of Gen. Grant’s career 
and portrayed his character at the Academy of 
Music last nightt forthe benefit of the Grant 
Monument Fund. Itis not at present known 
how much this netted. 

Gen. Sheridan said: ‘‘In courage, physical 
courage, Gen. Grant was the peer of any man 
living. I don’t believe he ever knew the sensa- 
tion of physical fear. Wherever the 
emergency of battle called him, there he went. 
Grant was a domestic man. Only one thing 
was strong enough tocall him from home. 
That was his duty to his country. In Mrs. 
Grant he found a loyal partner in poverty and 
in prosperity. After his wife, he loved his 
children. He had few friends. When once he 


ve a man his friendship, no proof less than 

oly Writ could shake his faith in that. 
But if that friendship was betrayed 
his dislike became as bitter as his liking had 

reviously been strong. I am not prepared to 
ay what Gen. Grant’s religion was in a tech- 
nical sense. My cy gy has taught me that 
most men who think for themselves to a 

eater or less degree, form for themselves a 

eory of religion that is generally 
inclined to diverge widely from 
the accepted creeds.. Whatever Gen. 
Grant’s religion was, one thing is cer- 
tain—there was nothing of doubt or vacilla- 
tion about it. Whatever Gen. Grant believed 
he always believed thoroughly. He believed 
implicitly in the existence ofan all-wise, all- 
creating God. He did not believe this earth of 
Ours was called into existence by the word of 
chance. Gen. Grant believed thatevery one 
existing upon the earth was created of God, 
and at the instant of its creation 
was endowed with immortality. He believed 
in immortality where hecould see and be 
seen, and know and be known, love and be 
loved. When asked, while the shadow of 
death was upon him, what consoled him 
most, he repliedin substance that: ‘I have 
never wrongedaman and have tried tu do 
what little — I could.“ He was a great 
believer in religious institutions and looked 
upon them as a vast force in this world for 

ood. His religion was a good one to live 

y, and, I judge, a good one to die by. 

It is not alone sufficient for a military suc- 
cess that there should be armed forces. 
They must be mobilized ready for use. So 
with man. His forces, mental and moral, 
should always be ready for action. Grant 
had this quality of readiness. He was always 
master of himself. He was never taken una- 
wares. His career is full of illustrations of 
this quality. With allthe experience years 
brought Gen. Grant, he was never a sus- 
picious man. 

He had the simplicity ofa child, and with 
the faculty of clear seeing. In 1881 he knew 
little of politics, but I believe he knew 
better than. any man then living, who 
subseque rose to distinction, the great 
issues which Were at. stake in the war. He 
Was prompt, quick, and had entire confidence 
in his own judgment. He never held acouncil 
Of war. When a great question was given to 
him for consideration he went into secret ses- 
sion with himself. Then, having determined 
what he would do, he marched toward his 
purpose. Thedominant element in Grant’s 
character was his tenacity of purpose. He 
Was born as resolute as a bulldog. In this 
respect he resembled closely Wellington, the 
Tron Duke. Since Grant died I have had a 
more kindly feeling for death than ever before. 
Somehow, I believe the grim slayer was moved 
by admiration for the soldier who was making 
such a splendid fight 1 7 him, and by the 
depth and majesty ot the love that pushed his 
weary pen across the pages, held back his final

A LIBERAL WHO TOOK A DETERMINED 
STAND AGAINST THE PREMIER. 


The Ex-Solicitor-General as a Great Ex- 
emplar of Morality and High-Thinking in 
Politics—How James Squared Himself with 
His Liberal Constituency. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

New York, March 19.—The London corres- 
spondent of a morning paper, writing under 
| date of March 4, says: A great reputation has 
been made here in England within the week, 
at which men are still marveling. The thing 
was a surprise all around. Everybody had an 
idea that Sir Henry James was a typical time- 
serving Whig politician, who would take pre- 
cious good care to look out for himself at 
‘whatever cost, and lo! he has blossomed forth 
as a great exemplar of morality and high- 
thinking in politics. How general the amaze- 
ment is may be gathered from the remark 
made to me yesterday by a friend—a Liberal 
candidate at the last election, who had just 
returned from a long Italian trip. He came to 
talk over the things which had happened in 
politics during his absence. I mentioned Sir 
Henry James. 

„Isn't it astounding,’’ said he. ‘‘I nearly 
fell off my chair when I read that he had voted 
against Gladstone. And this speech that he 
has made now—why, it is an inspiration. It 
has made him one of the big men of En- 
gland.“ Despite this assertion Sir Henry 
James is not yet so big, at least in trans- 
atlantic eyes, as to deserve a letter all to him- 
self. It is because his recent course illustrates 
one of those undefined, peculiar sides of 
the English people, so difficult to get 
at, 80 full of significance when they 
are once understood, and which 
are the bewilderment of the foreigner, 


that it will be of profit to describe it. Sir 
Henry James isa Herefordshire gentioman now 
50 years old, and has been a Queen's counselor 
for nearly ascore of years. Since 1869 he has 
been in the House of Commons, and in 1873 he 
was made Solicitor-General and, as a matter 
of course, knighted. Almost immediatel 
afterward, in the last days of the first Glad- 
stone ministry, he was advanced dy bein 
made Attorney-General, and when the secon 
Gladstone government was formed, six years 
ago, he resumed his post and held it until the 
catastrophe which overturned the ministry 
last June. His services were respectable, 
NOTHING MORE. 
He drafted the corrupt-practices act which 
now surrounds the task of getting elected to 
Parliament with more difficulties and embar- 
rassments than hedge the procuring of an au- 
dience with the great Llama, zud he brought 
a rather artificial rhetoric to the defense of the 
treasury bench in Parliamentary debates. No 
one suspected him of being a greatman. When 
the new Parliament came together amid the 
whispering rumors of Gladstone’s conversion 
to home rule and of impending Whig seces- 
sions, no one thought of classing James among 
the men who would stand out. It was taken 
for granted that he would swaliow any amount 
of inconsistency to gain office. is name 
was everywhere ticketed with that of 
Sir William Harcourt, the type of politi- 
cal subgerviency and spinelessness, but when 
the divisionj came on the Collings amend- 
ment, which was to sendthe Tory ministry 
out whirling, behold Sir Henry James was one, 
of the Whigs who followed rd Hartington 
into the Tory lobby. Even then people were 
not convinced, and did not remodel their 
views of him. It wasassumed that he was 
holding ont for a price; that he was aimirg to 
compel Gladstone to square him by the proffer 
of the post he had long desired—the Home 
office. When the ministry was announced 
and no Sir Henry James appearedin the list, 
it was said that he had failed to get his terms, 
and so he passed outof mind: On Monday 
last he went down to Bury to see 
his Lancashire oonstituency, and ex- 
lain to the Liberal electors why he 
lad voted against the party they 
elected him to 5 I forget whether 
they had passed resolutions condemning his 
action—that was done in most of the cases of 
the recalcitrants—but at any rate he had writ- 
ten them a day or two after the vote, asking 
them to suspend judgment until he could 
come down and addressthem in explanation 
and self-defense. He went to Bury Monday 
and made one of the broadest and biggest 
speeches that modern England has listened 
to. To describe it would be impossible. He 
revealed what had not been known before, 
that he had been offered both the Lord Chan- 
celorship andthe Home office, and had de- 
clined them both, because he could not bring 
himself to accept 
THE PROPOSED IRISH POLICY 
of the new ministry. Had he done so, he said 
he would have been false to the a an 
pledges he gave the electors o ase during 
the election to oppose home rule. tis true 
that he might have ignored these, as other 
politicians did. He might have hid himself in 
the House of Lords, as Chancelor, from the 
judgment of his constituents, and perhaps es- 
caped the directer forms of censure. But he 
could not have done that and retained his own 
self-respect. He was not going to leave the 
Liberal party. He was not going to enter a 
cave. He was deeply anxious that Mr. 
Gladstone’s premiership should be crowned 
with success, but he did not believe in home 
rule, and be would have been false to 
tne electors of Bury had he accepted 
the oftico'§ in a government whose 
drift was 80 manifestly in that 
direction. At the conclusion of his speech 
the meeting unanimously, and with cheers, 
assed a vote of confidence. I am conscious 
that the reader will discover nothing remark- 
able in this brief extract of the speech itself. 
The speaker said simply thethings which, un- 
der the circumstances, a conscientious man 
ought obviously to have said. But the sur- 
prise lay in the revelation that Sir Henry James 
was suchaman. The speech lifted him at 
once to the limited rank of English politicians 
like John Bright, Lord Harrington and Mr. 
Goschen, who can stand alone by their own 
strength. And here you encounter one of the 
curiosities of English political thought. 
Newcastle, Hackney and Cardiff re-elect mem- 
bers who have taken places in a home rule 
ministry by tremendously increased majori- 
ties—and you assume that the English voters 
are in favor of home rule. Great Grimsby 
gives a swollen majority to Mr. ee: 
who distinctly declares that he will leave the 
ministry if it attempts to pass home rule and 
don’t care much about the issue, one way or 
the other. Then- Bury passes an enthusiastic 
vote of confidence in a member who has 
voted against his party and refused to take 
office under it, because he is unaiterably 
opposed to home rule, and you are puzzled 
to know what it all does mean, anyway.

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ALIEN LANDLORDISM, 


Scully’s American Lands and His 


Slavish Tenant System. 
CHICAGO, March 19.—About six weeks ago 
the Tribune published an article on Alien 
Landlordism, showing that an Irishman 
named Wm. Scully, now residing in London, 
England, isthe proprietor of between 75,000 
and 90,000 acres of the best farming lands in 
Illinois. The writer of the article, on visiting 
the Scully estate, claimed that the lands were 
tilled by a wretched class of tenants, from 
whom are exacted heavy rental, as almost the 
entire proceeds of theircrops went to pay 
the rents. The article attracted much atten- 
tion, and numerous communications on the 
subject have been received from various parts 
of the country. Among others, a prom- 
inent citizen of Kansas strongly 
deprecated alien landiordism, and 


called attention to his discovery that large 
tracts of land in his own State were owned by 
Scully. Following a suggestion ffom this let- 
ter an investigation was instituted, the result 
of which is published this morning. The ar- 
ticle says: ‘‘A tour of Kansas and certain por- 
tions of Nebraska developed the rather start- 
ling information thatthetitle to more than 
100,000 acres of the choicest prairie land inthe 
sister States of Kansas and Nebraska is vested 
in the name of William wa’ All these vast 
tracts have been added to his landed estate 
within the last five years, and, al- 
though only a small portion is under 
cultivation, the same system of farm renting 
that exists in IIIinois is rapidly being intro- 
duced in these States. Between sixty and 
seventy families have bound themselves to 
Scully, and so long as they remain on hisland, 
they can’t throw off the yoke that holds them 
in slavery. Before obtaining „ lease they 
must agree to waive all rights of exemption, 
and untiltheir rentis paid everything they 
possess, including the growing crops, belongs 
to Scully. ; 

„As a rule they are the poorest farmers in 
every respect in the county, and very few of 
them can obtain credit from the merchants. 
The lease that binds them to Scully is virtual- 
ly a chattel mortgage, and all other claims 
against the tenants are shut out until Scully 
gets his rent. Each tenant is 
obliged to sign a lease for a period of 
five years. On unimproved lands the tenant 
pays only the taxes the first three years. The 
third he pays taxes and 81 an acre, and the 
fourth and fifth years he pays the taxes and 
51.50 an acre. No provision ig made for are- 
newal inthe lease, and at its expiration the 
tenant must either move off or submit to what- 
ever rent the landlord chooses to exact. In 
leasing an unimproved farm the tenant gets 
nothing but tne land. All improvements must 
be at his own expense, the landlord furnish- 
ing wy reer 2 nothing. Consequently, the 
Scully farms do not present an attractive ap- 
pearance. As a rule the tenants having no as- 
piration beyond the mere task of keeping body 
and soul together, are shiftless and iimproy)- 
dent and make little or no efforts to imprové 
their condition, all ambition seeming to be ex- 
hausted in providing shanties for their fami- 
lies to live in and shelter for their stock. Hav- 
ing no money to start, most of the tenants are 
compelled to hire to their more 
prosperous neighbors during the first two 
years of the struggle, and they are 
satisfied if, during the first two 

ears, they succeed in breaking the prairie 

ands and raising enough seed cornto feed 

their stock. The three remaining years they 
can ra se from thirty to fifty bushels of corn to 
the acre, and, 7 close economy, quit the 
place when their lease expires as well off as 
when they began. 

Much space is devqted to an explanation of
